School, for cruel treatment of his little son; he
Mated. however, that he had examined the
child two days alter the alleged ill treatment,
and Mav Lit» marks upon him, and he, therefore,
did no think further action necessary.
The Superintendent said that the teacher iu

question had a>stm d him that she had only
whipped the little boy as much as was usual on

one hand, and had not taken the other out of
the sling to whip him upou that, as had been
charged: his impression was that she was rath¬
er too indulgent to tier pupils than otherwise,
but lie thought, nevertheless, a.- the charge had
come to the Hoard, it was due to the teacher
herself,that it should be investigated. He knew
by experience that Mr. liiager was a man not

given to making complaints, and he thought
third parties must have misrepresented the
case to him.

The Superintendent stated that when there

was danger of Mnall pox, he had consulted the
Health Officer, and, by his advice, had issued
an order requiring teachers to examine the
arms of their pupils and sec whether they had
proper marks of vaccination. It had becD found
that some had not. but most of those had been
re vaccinated. In one or two cases, however,
it was admitted that parties had deceived the
clerk in getting permits, and he had directed
their dismissal unless they complied with the
law forthwith. It was then ordered, that the
Superintendent direct the Principals of schools,
before aligning pupils to classes, to see that
thc3 have proper vaccination marks, or require
them to be rowiccitiated; and at the Board
adjourned.

The lire was un¬
doubtedly the woik uf an incendiary, and was
kindled in the southwest eorner of the lower
floor ot the building, and Mr. lvelley, one
ot Mr. Monroe's employees, who slept in the
northeast eorner of the second story, was
awakened by the roaring of the ilauies. and
had barely time to dress himself aud make
ins escape.
